Indeed, the whole setting was 
so patriotic as to remind me of carly 
war days when conscription was de- 
layed on behalf of voluntary enllst- 
ment and the senses and s<ntiment 
were the medjums of appeal. 

The manner 6f metamorphosls re- 
quired no explanation. A ‘Canadian 
Y.M.C.A. officer rag my gulde. When 
Canadian soldiers began to filter In 
to the town the Y.M.C.A. arrived 
with the firat consignment. And the 
Xery Grat act,of the officer was to 
ferret out the buildings suitable to 
his purposes of enjertainment.

Those grim faces 
assured me of that. But the filcker- 
ing glint in thelr eyes was not 
explained. 

“You'll have a long, walt—end a 
tiresome one," [I volunteered. /*‘And 
you won't know what they're talking 
about anyway.”

Later he appeared in police’ court, 
charged with illegally importing a 
carload of liquor, pleaded guilty, was 
fined the maximum amount of $1,000 
and promptly left again for the 
United States, = 

Justice liad been switt and bad 
gone the Hmit, but peopie at once 
tegan to ask what had-tuppened to 
the whisky after it was imported? 
Who assisted ‘Findlay to get-rid of 
it? One, man could not dispose of 
700 cases of whiskey without employ- 
ing some commercial inachinery and 
why was that machinery not exposed 
to public view? Such a protest arose 
that the Government decided to ap- 
polut a royal commission and Mr, 
Justice Clement was instructed to 
open an fnquiry. It being clear that 
an Inquiry would not get very far 
with Findlay out of jurisdiction, ‘a 
shortage of 74 cases of whiskey In 
the Government stock, whith had 
been in his charge, furnished prima 
facie grounds for a charge of theft— 
aon extraditable offence. 

Findlay had proceeded no farther 
than Portland, Oregon, and was in- 
duced to come up to Seattle, Wash- 
ington.

The commission went on. Other 
witnesses, unwilling enough most of 
thein, gave evidence which pointed 
to a fairly large Silicit business in 
Nquor as having gone on apparently 
unchecked for months in that city, 
Whole freight wagon loads had been 
moved from place to place. The 
Western. Canada Liquor Company 
and the Hudson Bay Company, ac- 
cording to the evidence, had sent 
consignments of- whiskey to private 
Parties. One lot of 25 or 30 cases 
had gone from the latter company fo 
@ residence in the most exclusive dis- 
trict. Another had been moved from 
a reshience in the West End to the 
Hotel Vancouver Annex. 

Things were getting more and 
more Interesting every day when 
suddenly A. L, Gartshore stopped the 
investigation by legal proceedings. 
Gartshore Is a liquor man and was 
connected with a retail business in 
Vancouver. He moved for a writ of 
prohibition, and Mr. Justice Clement 
suspended the Inquiry while the mat- 
ter was argued out before Chief Jus- 
tice Hunter of the Supreme Court. 
Meanwhile some of Findlay’a old 
friends had-arranged for him to ob- 
taip the advice of Mr. S. S, Taylor, 
K.C,, Mr. Henderson, his counsel, 
consenting. 

On Jan. 8, the Chief Justice, wlio 
had heard the argument on the Gart- 
shore application for a writ of pro- 
hibition, announced that owing to the 
importance of the constitutional 
Questions involved he would take 
time to consider his decision. This 
tled the investigation up pretty com- 
pletely, but soon afterwards applica- 
tlon was made to the commissioner 
to hold a special sitting so as to give 
Findlay an opportunity of purging 
his contempt by telling his story. 
The commissioner consented. There 
was a delay, however, and when the 
commissioner was ready to hear the 
former commissioner, Findlay was 
still In Okalla jail,

Sir Adam Beck was most cordially 
received upon being called upon and 
in his opening remarks referred to the 
pleacure it was to see so Many present 
at the gathering. When the electric 
power scheme was launched in-Qatario 
it was the Niagara Falls. Electricity 
was developed at the falls and transmit 
ted to Toronto, Aa far as a public 
utility the Provincial Government did 
not at first take much interest in it 
The speaker referred 
minutely to the appointing of the Hy- 
dro Power Committee and the volu- 
minous. report that commission pre- 
sented. In regard to public ownership 
said there was a fundamental differ- 
ence between municipal and ’.Gorern- 
ment ownership. The scheme was 50 
gicat and voluminous in its character 
that be could not go thoroughly into 
it. When Sir James Whitney camo 
into: power, he, the speaker, became 9 
member of that Government and a 
large deputation waited upon Sir 
James Whitney relative to the develop- 
ing of olectric power and he, the 
speaker, was asked by Sir James to 
prepare a bill, a real working bill that 
would place the responsibility on the 
municipality. All the revenue and 
benefits were to go to the municipality 
and tho taxpayers were to be liable if 
there was a deficit. He (the speaker) 
was ever ready to serve the éime 450 
men and women, and the staff were 
loyal, and’ to their loyalty was largely 
due the success of the Hydro scheme: 
In speaking of exjgopriation of prop- 
erty and even plants Sir Adam said 
tho Commission had not ill-used the 
power: of expropriation that was 
vested in the commission, In one in- 
stanco we did ‘expropriate because we 
did not desire the plant to-becomo a 
privato concern for private purposes. 
The Hydro-electric Power would jo ex- 
cessive to the largest or the smallest 
municipality, It is said that the wes 
tern part of the province the questioa 
of the Rydro Radial scheme is more 
active than in the eastern part of the 
province. The municipality of Toron- 
to and surrounding naunicipalities 
were the first to vote on this scheme 
and are prepared to place their de- 
bentures as securities for the constryc- 
tion of the radial railway. Eleven mu- 
nicipalitics have pledged their votes 
for radial railways connecting with To- 
ronto,~ We are now in a position to 
proceed with the construction of ra- 
dial railways. We have never given 
an estimate of the cost where there 
was any particular discrepancy.

ENGLAND WON'T FOL) Low 

This Englishman says that England 
will never have prohibition; but that 
neither will England ever go back to 
the bad old days when bars were kapt 
open eighteen or twenty hours a days 

"We drank too much,’' said © he. 
“There was too much drinking among 
women before the war. The working 
men and women spent too largo a 
share of their wages for liqupr. We 
know now that it pays to restrict the 
traffic.” 

If the English whiskies and -beers 
had been as vile stuff as the average 
American whisky. or beer, England 
might hare had prohibition, too, he 
thinks. -He doubts this. It is more 
likely that the quality of beverayos 
would have been improved by statute 
at the same time that the restrictions 
on drinking were put in force, But 
because English whisky and beer are 
good and wholesome, if any of the 
atuff is wholesome, the people of Eng- 
land refused to havo what he called 
“g normal and natural enjoyment” 
takgn away from them. 

Since tho anti-treat laws have been 
in effect in England, coupled with the 
laws reducing the alcoholic content in 
beer and\whisky and reducing the 
number of hours during which ‘public 
houses be kept open, four-fifths of the 
before-the-war - drunkenness: has béen 
done away with, he says. The by-pro- 
ducts of excessive _drinking—panuper- 
ism, crime, high death rate, social 
misdoing—have also been igceally de- 
creased, he says. 

BETTER THAN PROUIBITION 


“We have actually accomplished in 


England everything that the most ex-}) 
treme advocate of prohibition in the |“ 
| United States hopes for,’ said he. ‘In|’ 


consequence the prohibiticn movement 
is dead. One never hears of it any 
more. But there is not the slighest 
chance that the alcoholic content: of 
our beers and whiskies will be largely 
increased, or that- the former o-as- 
you please policy for public houses will 
be restored,” We know when. we are 
well off.’ * ’ 

He suspects that probibition has 
come to stiy in the United States. 
He hax been all over the United 
States in the last few months and has 
come ta the conclusion. that Ameri- 
can distrust of the good faith and in- 
fellizence of the brewers and distil.

Settlers Have Trouble With the 
a Coyotes, 

“Those rascally coyotes have been 
killing my sheep again, and last week 
they got my finest prize calf!" la- 
mented a homesteader on the Sas- 
katchewan prairies a few days ago. 
“Strange to say,” he went on, “my 
nest-door neighbor, just three miles 
away, does not seem to lose any, but 
there's no credit due the coyotes on 
that occount, for a sharp look-out is 
kept, and he Is able to be among: his 
sheep: several times a day.” - 

“Why do you not shoot, trap or, 
poison them -and receive a good price 
for their skins, as well’as the boun- 
ty?" was soggested. “We ‘settlers 
have been shooting, poisoning and 
trapping them ever. since'there were 
settlers On the prairies, and Indians 


before us, but coyotes are too wise to. 


be caught by trap or poisons; and can 
gmell a guna mile away. The worst. 
of it is that evesy spring each pair 
has a family from six to fifteen In 
number, and ‘by the late summer the 
young brutes have developed an ap- 
petite for farmyard fowl. Gophers, 
prairie chicken, wild duck and jack 
rabbits are not good enough for them 
when they can get their teeth Into 
something better!" he concluded, 

This open winter and late, mild 
autumn have been a good friend to 
the prairie wolf, or coyote. Usually 
he deep snows and low thermometer 

akes the cost of living very high 
‘or coyotes during the dready winter 
months, Last winter was so cold and 
the snow so deep that they were 
driven to seek food on the outskirts 
of prairie towns and cities and were 
hungry and bold enough to rummage 
the garbage pails on the streets In 
thejoutskirts of egina, 

Fortune has favored them this 
winter, and while poor humans were 
gasping at the high price of lamb and 
veal, coyotes on mc prairies were in- 
dulging sumptuously on both. Lamb 
and veal banquets, with entrces of 
turkey, jack rabbits, domestic and 
prairie chicken, have been the order 
of the day,-seven days of the week. 
Consequently the fur of the coyote is 
fn better condition than usual and 
as high as $36 1s being pald for 
their pelts. 

‘Although the coyote helps himself 
Mberally to live stock and poultry, he 
has‘no Intention of paying for them 
with bis pelt and takes every precau- 
tion to arrange his raids and feasts 
at an Inconvenient time for the 
homesteader. 

When a flock of sheep becomes 
restless and nervous there's trouble 
brewing. Mr. Coyote is somewhere 
ata point of vantage waiting for tho 
psychological moment, which theans 
his best opportunity to separate one 
ar two sheep or lambs from the flock, 

“As soon as the sheep see the coy- 
ote they stampede, but already the 
wily wolf has sized up the situation 
and {s driving oné or two ina safe 
direction, where he had already lald 
his plans. Having obtained his ob- 
jective, his cruel. steel jaws make 
short work of the fear-stricken 
victim.

Toronto Police Court” Frequenters | 
Have Reformed. 

That {he increase in crime in To- 
ronto during the past year and ¢spe- 
cially in the past six months is in 
no way related to returned soldiers, 
but Js due entirely (o the hard times 


and lack of employment. is the un- 
qualified opinion of the Toronto 
police, 

An idea ts prevalent among un- 
thinking people that the rude and 
rough life of a soldier ix conducive 
of mischief when the soldier’ ia set 
free in civil life. * As one returned 
soldier puts it, “the gentle civilians 
imagine that we have been turned 
loose in France like a collection’ of 
wild animajs to hunt and tear down 
the Hun, And that consequently we 
wil} come home with the characteris- 
ties and habits of tigers and 
wolves.” g 

Tut in war, law isa moro rigid and 
all-embracing thing than in civil Tile, 
by far. In the army, a “crime” is a 
breach of the least of the orders 
governing the soldier's daily life. If 
he does not net up jn. the-morning 
when the bugle blows, he is 
“crimed.”” He ts tried and convicted 
and sentenced. Imagine the employer 
sending outifor a policeman when 
the stenographer arrives ten minutes 
late at the office! If a soldier wears 
his cap bp>the side of his head, or 
forgets his belt or puttees, or over- 
looks an officer passink, ar was too 
busy to clean his bouts, or neglected 
to shave. or get a hair cut, he bs 
charged, just as solemnly and word- 
ily as in any police court, with a 
“crime,”* 

It is no wonder, therefore, that 
Mr. Arthur Webb, clerk of the To- 
ronta Police Court, observes “that 
soldiers have been conspicuous in the 
police court by their absence.” ) No 
mun who was fairly a soldier, who 
received the stiff army training day 
und night for any reasonably long 
period, but would normally havo his 
personal discipline stiffened. 

One -murder was committed by a 
returned soldier, but ‘as: was shown 
in the investigation, the soldier was 
drunk and had been unbalanced by 
wounds, 
civil law In Toronto by, soldiers are 
practically negligible.): Although “no 
statistics are made on the. subject by 
the Toronto police, it is.considered o 
fact that the army has had/a bene- 
ficial effect upon the young men who 
formerly’ weré mischief-hunters.

“The Georgian Bay Canal project 
has the great advantage of being en- 
tirely_on Canadian territory,’ he con- 
tinued. If the) international: canal 
project was gone into by the Govern- 
ment of Canada and.of the Unit 
States, it would mean that the Ca 
dian people would have to throw ¢ 
Georgian Bay Canal scheme over- 
board, and all’ the moncy that had 
already been ‘spent on this project 
would "be entirely wasted. — 

The cost of the Georgian Bay Canal 
proposal, giving a 22 fect deep water- 
way for the largest lake boats, would 
be $100,000,000. It is estimated 
that ft would require ten years to 
build, while the annual cost of main- 
tenance, Including operation of stor- 
age reservoirs for regulating flood 
water of the Ottawa river, would be 
$900,000. $ 

The distance between the Georgian 
Bay and Montreal is 440 miles, and 
no {international waterways are af- 
fected by the scheme. It is estimated 
that the passage of a lake boat 
through this canal at a, maximum 
speed of 12 miles an hour would be 
70 hours, and a reliable water-power 
supply amounting to 1,000,000 
horsepower would be secured as a 
by-product of the scneme. * 

The, Georgian Bay Canal scheme 
involves the construction of 28 miles 
of artificial waterway and the im- 
provement by dredging or excavation 
of 80 miles of river and Jake beds. 
There are 332 miles of natural 
waterway, wider than 300 feet and 
over 22 feet in depth which requires 
no improvement.

Similar work 
in-other provinces js -planned,: as 
rapidly as the necessary funds are 
secured. The prosecution of such 
projects would be enormously sim- 
plified, and the results would be 
much more accurate and valuable, If 
necessary work on the ground could 
he supplemented by systematic sur- 
veys made by means of acrial photo- 
graphy.

given bis life for the cause, a5 
follows: : 
fhe herole detds of the mighty 
men of old, the stories of which have 
been handed down to us from. time 
{mmemorlal, do not bring us anything 
more thrilling than the story,of the 
capture of Passchendaele Ridge by 
the Canadians in October last. Divi- 
sions of Imperial Infantry, Austra- 
lians and. New Zealanders, under 
fairly favorable weather conditions, 
had tried afd failed. Tho Canadians 
tried it and won, but it eost them 
such men as Jaff. Eaton, Jack Camp- 
bell, George Ewens and many’ others 
I could mention. Contending against 
fearful odds—indéscribable’ weather, 
conditions and the most awful in- 
struments of warfare that the mind, 
of the?modern man can d he 
Jads from our homeland performed 
deeds of valor that rival the greatest 
exploits of the heroes of }bistory. 
“Outstanding among these was 
the feat of the young Owe Sound 
hero—an act of daring, boldness and 
self-sacrifice which saved the lives of 
many of his comrades and brought 
distinetfon and honor to himself and 
his regiment, to the Canadian Corps 
and to good old Canada. 

<The mornirtg of the attack the 
first ‘wave,’ consisting of two com- 
panies of the battalion, had gone for- 
ward, had captured thelr first objec- 
tive and wero consolldating.in the 
captured position. While they were 
still making their position secure the 
second ‘ware’ went through them, 
moving up the slope to the second 
objective, which was the crest of the 
ridge. This wavo included A com- 
pany, In which was Tommy Holmes. 
Ploughing through the mud and wat- 
er, plunging from shell holo’to ahell 
holes advancing over ground’ swept 
by a relentless fre from rifle and 
machine gun, they wont forward, but 
that death-dealing hail of bullets es 
taking an awful toll. Finally, an 
order to save’ themselves from what 
seemingly was going to be complete 
annihilation they were forced to take 
cover in convenientBhell holes. Un- 
ceasingly tho enemy fire raked the 
ground whero. they were and over 
which they had to pass in‘order to 
reach the position that had been 
assigned to them to take. 

vit wae during this halt that 
Holmes notited that the fire which 
was holding up the company, camo 
from a concreto “‘pill-box” fort on 
their right,flank. Inside the plll-box 
the Hun snipers and sharpshooters 
were keeping up a steady fire from 
the loopholes, while just beside the 
“pill-box” two machine-gun crews, 
with their guns, had taken up a posl- 
tion and it was quite apparent that it 
was the fire from these guns that 
had temporarily checkéd A comi- 
pany’s advance. 

Armed with a Mills bomb and 
without waiting for an order from 
anyone, his comrades crouching in 
the shell holes saw Holmes rush 
forward through the hall of bullets, 
and spring into a shell holo some 
yards ahead of the company. A mo- 
ment later he appeared: and on he 
rushed again and again he disappear- 
ed. He did this soveral times, each 
little spurt bringing him closer to 
tho Hun machine guns. The sight of 
the lad’s slight figure making straight 
for the guns, held the men behind, 
who were watching him, spel! bound. 
“He'll be killed, sure,” "thought they. 
“For he cannot possibly get through 
that terrific fire.” Ev time he 
showed himself, the fire*grew more 
inte and. the bullets spattered 
around’him and tore up the mud‘and 
dirt, but apparently he bore a 
charmed life. ¥ 

‘As Holmes got nearer to the guns, 
he notleed that occasionally ere 
was a lull of a few seconds in the 
firing of one or the other of tho guns 
and he knew that each pause indl- 
cated that the crews were changing 
the belts, in other words, reloading 
thelr guns, Then suddenly, there 
came a moment: when both guns 
were reloading at the same instant! 
It was bis opportunity and quick as 
a flash before the Hun machine 
gunners could get their guns work- 
ing, he_rushed forward to within 
about fifteen yards of them, just in 
time to take cover in a shell hole 
before the hail of bullets from both 
guns opened on him again. But he

To Ban “Dope”. 
From Canada 


OTTAWA, May 16—The “dope 
fiend" has.no friends in Parliament. 
The law makers now propose to rob 
him of the drugs he uses to put a 
“kick’* in the’ two and a half per 
cent, beer. Nor ia the “snow-cater”’ 
to have any. more cocaine, or the 
“pin-pusher” to securo his ration of 
opium, Even the ‘‘poisonoug  syr- 
rups'’ fed to cross children by impa- 
tient and ill-advises parents aro like- 
ly to be banned. 

All this was made clear in tho 
House of Commons last night when 
the small army of doctors among our 
legislators directed * withering fire 
against a clause in the Patent Medi- 
cines’ Act, which provides that all 
proprictory or patent medicines con- 
taining opiim or any dcrivatiye of 
coal tar and intended for adminis- 
tration to‘children over ono year of 
age, will bo labelled “dangerous for 
infants under one year old.”

It has five doctors, seven lawyers, 
two great mills, one steam saw mil, 
three water saw mills, three cloth 
factories, Ono paper mill, planing 
mill, three foundries, eighteen © crz 
good stores, fourteen groceries, se- 
venteen taverns, two ‘surveyors, tw 
auctioneers, stage fare to Kingston, 
ten shililngs, to Cobourg, 12 shillings 
and six pence.

In this connection Taare came from 
a visitor, Col. Dan Morgan Smith, of 
the American Armyp, one of the finest 
tributes ever paid publicly to the Can- 
‘jadian troops overseas, Col. Smith 
said in commencing his remarke, that 
his ancestors were English, himself 
American, and his‘ heart with France. 

“I was honored in my associations 
with the soldiers over there, not some 
of them, but all of them, and no 
braver soldiers, no better soldiers, no 
more efficient soldiers were ever on 
the battlefield than. the men from 
Canada,” he declared ‘aiid ‘spplapae. 
“It was a proud association, My 
greatest regret was that at no time 
was J in more intima jaasociation.. 

“There never was of any Amer- 
ican troops where the Canadians‘were. 
There were usually more of the en- 
emy left in that vicinity. In conclus- 
ion, as a soldier myself, I would like 
to thank you for the splehdid thinga 
you are doing for_your men who have 
returned. Some day there may be an- 
other war—I hope not, but one never 
can tell—and if such does occur I 
would want to ,be associated again 
with those of the allies with whom 
we fought in this war, And I might 
say that if we were picking another 
enemy I think I would prefer the 
same one because’ there was no one 
we ,over there, kiNed with less com- 
punction than the Germans.”

Yet love is not so blind that it anks 
only. to seo the external form of which 
it’ loves, I-passed many a sleepless 
J night as we ground our way through 
the crush of ice, and wondered hour 
after hour about ber’ past, trying to 
guess what myatery surrounded her, 
and. what strange web of circumstan- 
ces been woven cbouta her.

In a hew hours we reached 
tho pack, and stw that it extended 
north as far as the eye could reach. 
It was the Great Frozen Sea itself. 

We waited thera for two days un- 
til the whole fleet had assembled and 
hugging the coast of Grant Land, 
where there was still a narrow channel} 
of water, made onr way slowly mile 
‘ry .mile, expecting every day to be 
shut off from further advance or re- 
treat. We had on the way established 
aix huge depots of provisions on the 
coast of Grant Land, and had thus 
furnished a line of retreat ia case of 
accident, : 

On August 6th a terriblo disaster 
took place, which threw a gloom over 
the whole floot. On this date the ice 
began to close in behind usaand, look- 












































that our leat four vessels wero likely 
to be caught between the pack and 
the shore. To our great reljef the 
North Star and the Loch Awe just 
squeezed through, the latter with the 
loss of her rudder and screw,

Seaplane Nc4 
Lands in Lisbon 


“WASHINGTON, N, May 7. — Blazing 
the way of the first air trail from the 
western to the eastern hemisphere, 
the United States navy seaplane NC4 
under Lieut.Commander Albert Cush- 
ing Read, ewept into the harbor at 
Lisbon, Portugal, today, the first air- 
ship of any kind to have crossed the 
Atlantic Ocean under its own power 
and- through its natural element. — 

Taking the air at Ponta Delgada, 
Azores, at 6.13 a.m,, Wasltington time, 
on the dast leg of the trans-ocesnic 
portion of the voyage from Rockaway 
Beach, Long’ Island, to Plymouth, 
England, the NCA covered the 800 
nilles in‘nine hours and forty-three 
fnitiutes, maintaining an average 
speed of better than 80 knots an hour, 
The total elapsed time flying from 
Newfoundland to Lisbon was 26 hours 
and 41 minutes. 


At the first opportunity the big 
plane will continue to Plymouth, 776 
nautical miles to the north, » Possibly 
Commander Read can start tomorrow.

Whpn a few 
years ago hay sold at $12 a ton retall 
and fifty cents was taxed on to it by 
some enterprising dealer the farmer 
stroked his spinnach and ejJacualtol, 
“Gol durn robbery,” but.today whon 
{n some sections farmers are paylog 
$55 a ton for the samo goods thait 
amazement leaves them franticatly 
gesticulating and speechless. 

There is @ genuine shortage of hay 
in the Province of Quebec at the pro- 
sent time, and reports from the Mar!- 
time Provinces are to the effect that 
the same conditions prevall there, al- 
though perhaps In not so aggravate 
a form. 

The cadse of this shoriago and 
consequent high prices {is attributed 
toymany things, but hay dealers 
e7, almost to\a man, that tha 
Sreatest factor In market conditivns 
by the Government for export. “They 
bought until they saw there waa no 
more to buy,” sald onc prominent 
Mcntreal dealer to a nesspaper rep: 
resentative, “and the result fs that 
the country is hayles«.” 

Hay {s selling wholesaln today at 
from forty to forty-five do‘lacs a ten 
and the retail price may be easily |% 
fixed from thta standard.

“This process involved 
immense toil anda great deal of dan- 
ger.

Timber being scattered a 
road had to be made frequently to 
every piece cut. 


BREAKING THE JAM > 


When the ice melted then the driv- 
ing down the rirers and lakes com- 
menced. In this process consisteg the 
greatest danger many an adventurgus 
Frenchman losing his life-in endeavor- 
ing to break a jam formed by the furi- 
ous water “hurling the great-:sticks 

vall directions, often forming a jam 
of fifteen or twenty. feet high ‘of tim- 
bers shoved together in a mass, It 
required much experience to break a 
jam, The point was, if possible, to get 
out the key log, which first obstructed 
the‘passage and upon which the tim- 
bers piled one upon the other. If you 
ever played a game called ‘Jack 
Straws,"’ you would understand the 
position, The river would be roaring 
in great waves. Iron dogs, ropes, 
hand spikes, etc., were used and it 
was a joyful moment when the jam 
broke and the timbers were full-run- 
ning down tho river. “To get the key 
log was a matter of great. danger, be- 
cause when the fam broke the whole 
force of the river was exerted driving 
thé masa of timbers. Many miles of 
foaming river and rapids had to be 
passed, Frequently copper dame 
would be built where there were rap- 
ids and rocks. The dam would hold a 
large quantity of water and when 
broken would carry the timbers over 
the rapids. * 


ON THE MOIRA 


At the mouth of the Moira’ the 
great timbers would be formed into 
cribs,That is one layer of timber. plac- 
ed on another. and bound together 
with withes, which were young ‘sap- 
lings of certain kinds of tough wood, 
which would be crushed by a machine 
and coyld then-by used as ropes to tie 
the tilbers to gether, the upper tier 
f the lower tier. Earth and tim- 
bers on the centre of the crib formed 
the cook’s kitchen. Great oars ‘thir- 
ty feet long weuld be made to steer 
the crib. When all the criby, were 
ready a steamer tawed them down the 
bay and river until the St. Lawrence 
rapids came in sight. The steamer 
then left the crib to its fate and weat 
away, Soon the stream forced the 
crib*into the rapids. Heré was some- 
thing more terrible and dangerous 
than the trip on the river, The great 

hite waves would hurl the crib in all 
directions. Frequently rocks would 
break the crib to pieces and men and 
much timber would be lost. Arriving 
at Quebec the timbers would be grasp- 
ed by machinery and forced into two 
holes or ports in the. bow.of tho ships 
and dragged into the hold there to re- 
main until it reached Sts destination. 

If you visit Tadousac or the old 
forts in various places in Lower Can- 
ada and examine the timbers out of 
which they were constructed you will 
see each piece numbered. They were 
all brought from France, ready to be 
erected. To bring timber from 
France to Quebee was very much like 
carrying coal to Newcastlé, the great 
coal emporium ‘of England.
